Study, re- 
fection, and prayer, brought Mr W., at the 
age of 21, to the baptismal waters, and he 
became by immersion a member of the 
Horeb Baptist church at Garn. He not 
long after became their minister. They 
knew his worth, and he reigned in their 
hearts, 

The Horéb church was now composed 
of seyeral branches, which, though forming 
but one body, met at different places of 
worship. Mr. Williams travelled exten- 
sively through North and South Wales, and 
collected funds fur the builting 6f two nicet- 
ing houses for his affectionate people. By 
means of these journeyings he became ex- 
tensively known and respected throughout 
Wales. He was africnd and fellow travel- 
ier of the celebrated and xpostolic Christ- 
mas. Evans, with whom he continued. an 
occasional correspendence’ to the close: of 
fe.

The influenza which -prevailed 
during the winter, seized tpon and ¢rad+ 
ually enfeebled him. But although evi- 
dently weakened, and often prevented from 
preaching, 
ultimate restoration to health, and of a hap- 
py renewal of his labours. ' For the last 
two or three weeks immediately preceding 
his departure, he seemed to be gathering 
new strength. On Friday and Saturday he 
hac ‘walked out,—on the former of these 
days to a considerable distance. ‘he Sa- 
‘turday night was, howevef, past without 
rest, and when. he arose on the morning of 
the Sabbath, he was much enfeebléd. But 
neither his family nor himself apprehended 
any immediate danger, as he had often, to 
appearatice, been much worse. He came 
down to breakfast as usual; and afterwards 
returned to his study. After some time 
spent in reading, and in conversation with 
his friends, he complained .of havifig spent 
the night without sleep. Having retired to 
ai adjoining room, he lay down, but soon 
after éxpressed a wish to rise: He was 
assisted by Mrs, Williams, and while sitting 
in his chair, he passed as in a moment 
away. How sudden the transition from the 
earthly to the heavenly Sabbatit! 

To enumerate the excellencies of such a 
man, would exceed the proposed limits of 
the present article. A brief outline of his 
character, as presented by the writer of the 
original sketch, shall suffice. Few men 
eqtuled John Williams in the consistency | 
of his Christian character as a whole. We} 
frequently see some one individual excel- 
lence curried out into glorious exercise, at } 
the expense, and to the neglect of other 
Virtues’; but in his character, all the traits of 
true Christianity. seemed to unite their 
beauty, without giving to any one feature | 
an unseemly prominence.

While i Bug 
Jund there are those who conduct manutac- 
tores and agriculture on this extensive scale, 
and°*who therefore can say to any poor la~ 
bourer whom they employ, * ff you dare to 
difii'r from me on an) ptint of religion, m 
this village there is no thie empioyment 
for you or your family ;” there is scarcely a 
Hindoo manufacturer to be found who per- 
manently employs ten workmen; and but 
few Hindoo farmers who employ even three 
neighbours in ploughing, sowing, or reaping. 
Nearly every one exposes his own articles 
of Manufacture to sale as he is able; and 
most native agriculturists cultivate their two 
or three acres, happy if they can obtain 
enough at the year’s end to support their 
family and a pair of lean bullocks, This 
State of independent indigence, leaves every 
man to his own exertions, we might rather 
say, ta his own incolence ; and.to a man in 
these circumstances it will be easily seen, 
that the new impulse given his mind by that 
display of truth which imparts new feelings 
me energies, must be of more valve, than 
the frown or the smile of a poor acighbour 
or two, void at best of ‘affection, whose ig- 
norance he views with pity, and whose idic- 
ness and vices lie is constrained to despise. 
Should men in these circumstances ovey 
the voice of truth, (and these torm the 
greater part of the population) it follows of 
course, that they would catry their wives 


and their children with them ; and this in- 


deed is according to the Hindoo law, which 
declares that the husband is the'gooroo of

service of his Master, but who was taken 
away by the providence of God. She was 
once respected and happy—her house was 
the resort of ministers and Christian friends, 
in whose prayers she and her tender chil- 
dren were always remembered ; but now, 
those for whom she toiled hke Martha, pass 
herby. The churches of their stores have 
nothing to spare for her comfort, and with 
her fatherless children she is left in a wide 
world forsaken and disconsviate. To re- 
medy. this evil is the object of this Socie- 
ty; and we sincerely hope that those mto

The following ingenious operation of 
transfusion, or blogd taken from a man and 
injeoted into the veins of a woman, who was 
dying of haemorrhage, was performed, not 
long since, under the direction of Dr. Blun- 
dell, Lecturer on Physiology and Obstetrics 
at Guy’s Hospital, England, ‘The case was 
related by Dr. Biandell in one of his lec- 


tures, and afterwards published in tle Lan- 
cet: 


After Speaking of the ciuses and natare 
of the hamorrhage, the article proceeds :— 


When visited. by Mri Wailer, the pa- 
tient’s pulse at the wrist was scarcely per- 
ceptibie, indeed at times it could. not bx 
felt; the lips and face were of a pallid or 
death-like hae, aud, in a word, the taper of 
life was but faintly giummering. 

Under these circumstances, it occurred 
to Mr. Waller-that the operation of trans- 
fusion would be a measure to rescue the pa- 
vent from ver perilous sitaation. 

Dr. Blundell was sent for, and upon his 
arrival he found the patient had somewhat 
rained ; in consequence of which he deem- 
ed it better to delay tie performance of the 
Operation, for as Dr. Biundell observed to 
his pupils, this operation is only justifiable 
in extreme and otherwise desperate cases. 
After waiting an hour, the patent became 
worse; she vomited, and was exceedingly 
isss, which may always be regarded as 
a very bad symptom ; the pulse at the wris:
